Council Refuses to Pay That 
Bill.

It was almost half-past eight when 
council gathered Itself together last 
nit;tit and got down to work. 
An or­ 
dinance to Improve Minerva street 
was presented, but they held it over 
until more p ro p itio u s time, astite 
charge was made th at houses were 
built on the street. 
Peak*' made the 
charge, and then they passed the Im­ 
provement ordinance 
for Sheridan 
avenue. 
A sewer for Ravine street 
and Peach alley was discussed for the 
second time, and the Indiana avenue 
improvement 
ordinance 
passed. 
A resolution fur tin* Improvement of 
Pleasant street was passed on what is 
known as the blue line, the order 
changing the cut on Oak street so 
that it will be no more than eigLit 
feet . 
A petition representing 700 feet 
of property on Sophia st reet, asking 
for its improvement, was referred to 
street committee. 
Peake wanted to 
give them power to act in tile matter 
of the Waterloo road. The people 
there, he said, had already paid $75, 
and had received nothing in return, 
hut the president ended discussion on 
this line by saying they would con­ 
sider it at the next meeting. Stewart 
raised the question of the Broadway 
wharf, expressing it as his belief that 
it would he better to fill it in, and let 
the water pass through a gutter 
Challis moved th at wharf committee 
be given power to act. and further 
discussion was stopped by the motion 
being passed. 
Peake remembered 
th a t there had been no wharfage paid 
for a long time, and there was some 
question about a piece of land owned 
by Christian Metsch in th a t part of 
the city, but his words were ignored. 
and Burwell, Kent and Owen, tile 
rules committee, reported In favor of 
the established law, aud the report 
was accepted. The tax levy calling 
for 12 mills, distributed as follows,was 
then passed: 
Genera), 2 mills; st reet, 2 mills: lire, 
Ii mills; sanitary, * mill; interest, 2 
mills; sinking, 2 mills: light, 2 mills, 
Owen then introduced an ordinance 
providing that before 
any sub-di­ 
vision is made 
the plat shall he 
in tire hands of 
street committee 
one week before action 
is taken. 


A l l new streets must, as far as pos­ 
sible, he extensions of Hie streets now 
in use, and must not he less than 45 
feet In width,aud when accepted they 
must he graded aud curbed. 
It was 
referred to tire solicitor. Kent and 
Owen. Stewart said tne Diamond well 
committee wanted to make Hie hole 
deeper, and to d o lt must have air en­ 
gine in the Diamond. They were given 
permission, and Peake presented a 
resolution. 
It prohibited people from 
building on streets where the grade 
had not been fixed, and called for the 
rejection of all additions until the 
streets and alleys were graded. The 
solicitor shrugged Ii in shoulders at the 
idea, aud said council could pass it, 
but it carried no legal weight. 
Ile 
could 
build wherever lie 
pleased. 
Peake explained that he referred in 
particular to Avondale street, and the 
matter went to street committee. 
A surprise was sprung upon the 
Scions when a communication from 
P. M. Smith, of Wellsville, was read 
He represented Isaac Walters, who 
wanted damages for being struck by a 
sled on Broadway last winter. 
Mr. 
Walters was painfully injured, and 
asked 
recompense 
for 
suffer­ 
ing and doctor’! 
bills. 
As usual 
It went to the solicitor, with the re­ 
mark from President Marshall that 
the city was not responsible. The 
water works asked for eight feet of 
Apple alley near the kiln shed of 
Knowles, Taylor A Knowles,in which 
to build a pit for a high and low 
service 
regulator, 
and 
got 
it. 
The doctors were there with two 
communications, the first asking an 
ordinance and the second a hospital. 
Tbev want the city to tax all travel­ 
ing and advertising physicians $25 for 
doing business in town, and the solici­ 
tor was ordered to prepare an ordi­ 
nance on these lines. The other com­ 
munication asked the hospital matter 
to he submitted to a vote of the people, 
the old cemetery being the favored 
spot, and it was laid over. 
The bond 
of Officers Earle and Meaner were re­ 
ceived and the sale of the patrol 
station confirmed.

friends, 
the newspapers, think I made a pot 
of money out of this thing, hut in­ 
stead I sunk $*40 at the start, and it 
was my intention after making myself 
whole to give other information for 
nothing.

There is still 
$ltt6.22due the city aod it can tie re­ 
covered. 
There is also $1727 coming 
to Liverpool.

he told

couldn't; he would have to pay interest 
on it. and where was th a t to come 
from? Does it look right when the 
auditor made no move from Sept. I to 
Aug. 23?

Sant, he believed, was acting iii good 
faith, and then he charged Auditor 
Harvey with a lot of things fairly 
alarming council bv his array of fig 
ores. Kent roused himself at this point 
long enough to object, hut Owen sat 
upon him, and Marshall emphatically 
stated th a t In Hie face of the facts Ire 
could do nothing hut vote to pay the 
hill.

There was sn accident at Thomas' 
Knob works this morning and it re­ 
sulted more seriously than the last one 
at that factory. 
Three men, Th ad Fuller, Alex Mar­ 
shall and Frank IVitts were on a 
scaffold at the top of a new kiln which 
they were building. The kiln so far 
I* atmut 30 feet high and the men be­ 
gan to "hatter It up” today. 
Among 
the tenders to the bricklayers was 
Daniel Kelley,of West End. About 10:30 
o'clock this morning the supports gave 
way and the scaffold fell with a crash. 
Fuller was nearest to the center, and 
shot down through the top of the 
kiln lo an instant. Ha struck another 
scaffold atsiut half way down the kiln 
alighting fairly astride a 2x10 Joist. 
Ills back was badly Injured and the 
patrol was called to take him to the 
borne of his brother-lu-law, Frank 
March, Broadway. 
Dr. Hobbs was 
called and said th a t Fuller wa* badly 
hurt, hut the extent of his Injuries 
cannot he determined for a day or 
two. 
Fuller’* home I* in Millport. 
Kelley was struck by a falling brick 
and the top of his head split open. He 
was unconscious for a time, hut will 
recover. 
Pot ts held to a part of the 
scaffold 
which 
did 
not 
fall, 
aud 
was 
uninjured, 
while 
Mar­ 
shall 
had 
a 
close 
shave. 
He 
gtablied the side of the kiln with his 
bands and hung# to the freshly laid 
bricks until helped down. 
The accident created much excite­ 
ment tint all the.m en except Fuller 
and Kelly resumed work a few min­ 
utes later.

— T he U nited 
Presbyterian assembly is rushing busi 
ness through today so as to lie ready to 
adjourn this afternoon or evening. 
The m ajority and m inority reports on 
sem inary control provoked considerable 
discussion, and were finally recom m it­ 
ted to the comm ittee on bills and over

The m ajority report was as follows 
"T h e whole num ber of votes cast on 
the first question w as I,M2—ayes, 734- 
noes, 819.

the second question, 
; 1,065—ayes, 794. and noes. 281. 
It ap ­ 
pears therefrom th at both of these over- 
j tures have been carried rn the affirms 


I tive bv a clear m ajority of the votes of 
tho whole church. 
W e recom m end the 
following: 
"Resolved, T hat this assembly does 
hereby enact tile following as part of 
the constitutional law of the United 
Presbyterian church: ‘The general as­ 
sembly shall have the veto power in toe 
electiou of professors in our theological 
seminaries. The general assembly shall 
have power to remove a professor for 
unsoundness in the faith.’ 
"Resolved, T h at this action is not to 
be understood as interfering with rights 
vested in the synods having control of 
the existing seminaries of the church 
further thun m ay be indicated in the 
language of the overtures themselves. 
“Resolved, In answer to the memorial 
of Allegheny presbytery, this assembly 
shall require the directors of the sem i­ 
nary to report annually on all m atter) 
coming within the oversight of the as­ 
sembly. 
"Resolved, T hat we recommend that I 
a committee of tive be appointed by the 
assembly to negotiate with the Bynods 
having control of the theological sem i­ 
naries. w ith a view to the adjustm ent 
of any apparent or alleged discrepancies 
between this action aud their chartered 
rights." 
This report was signed by Jo h n H. 
Browu, Ii. W. Collins, D. H*. M ct’reary 
and J. C. Pinkertou. 
T he minority report contains an am en d ­ 
m ent to the first resolution of the m ajor­ 
ity report. as follows: 
“ Resoved, That 
in loyal obedience to and iu fulfillment 
of this decision aud authoritative ju d g ­ 
ment of the same, the following am end -1 
m ents to the Book of G overnm ent a n d 1 
Discipline, part I., chapter 5, article 4.1 
section 8, be made by inserting im m e­ 
diately after the words ‘term s aud course 
of stu d y ,’ the following, ‘to confirm on 
veto the electiou of professors to any of 
our theological seminaries, and to re­ 
move for unsoundness in the faith in the 
way provided in the Book of Govern 
men!, be and is hereby overtured to 
the presbyteries, w ith instructions to 
vote yea’ and n a y ’ upon it.”
